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ON THE LOCAL SCENE! . i 
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Mysterious objects have been seen of lots by members of the local Fl ying Saucer 
Club* On. July Ttih the Prince George Citizen carried headlines ’MYSTERIOUS OBJECTS 
HOVER IN CIH SKIES’, 3uh4ieadlmed ’VEIL OF SECRECY OVER SILVER DISK'. Here is the 
story as it appeared word far wand in the Citizen! 

"Reports are coming, in from, a wide area around Prince Georgs of two mysterious 
objects being seen regularly in the sides above the city* 

A pulsating light moving slowly across the sky at approximately the some time 
each morning has been seen by ■three groups of witnesses and confirmed by the local 
Ground Observer Corps* > * 

A veil of secrecy has apparently been drawn over sightings af the second ohjactW 
a silver disc visible through a surveyors theodolite about noon each day* 

Some 13 members of the local Flying Saucer Club reported the pulsating light 
moving steadily across the sky from west-south-west to east-^iorth-^Jost between 1 
and 1*30 a.m, every day* 

Pat Patterson, president, of the local club, reported that many club members 
had. witnessed the phenomenon from the airport hill* 

It was from the same hill that other accounts of the obj ect were sent to the 
Ground Observer Corps* 

It has been reported that the meteorological station at Smithera also sighted 
the object* 

The object apparently arrive® 15 minutes later each morning and is getting 
lower in the sky at every appearance. 

The second object has been sighted for ten days and it is believed that an 
official report on it has been sent to Ottawa* 

Mr* Patterson told the Citizen that, a met office official told him "to keep 
quiet about it," but today bureau officials denied all knowledge of the. second 
object*" 


The pulsating light mentioned was seen by many Club members several nights in 
a row, always fifteen minutes later in tho evening, and took fivo and ano-holf 
minutes to traverse from horizon to horizon* Fallowing close behind it was a 
second, smaller pulsating light* Several Club members reported that the object 
itself was cigar-shaped. Watchers who wore looking for this particular object also 
saw a alm-n.-rr pulsating light which moved at about the same high speod across the 
sky but which came from the south-east and then veered to tho north and which was 
seen, at mwinp times in the evening* Those sightings, however, wore not published 
in tho press* 

The abject seen at noon each day was sighted by Meteorological Observers at the 
Airport Weather. Station, and Club members were promised a view of it through the 
theodolite. However, in the -meantime tho Citizen phoned them for a story, and whom 
the members showed up far the viewing, the Observer am duty, who hod been looking 
thraugh^ the thoodalito when they arrived, ostentatiously locked up the theodolite, 
stated tersely, "I was just following a balloon*" and walked away* 

Tho following day a story appeared im the Citizen to the effect that the first 
object seem was Sputtnik 3 with its carrier rocket and that the sec ond abject was 
Venus* Now, since Palmor bnp reported in "Flying Saucers" that Sputtnik. 3 has been 
brought down intact by the Russians, the ques t ion arises, just what did we see? 
Also, if it was Venus, why did the Observer am duty refuse to allow Club, me mber s 
to view it through the thoadalite? 
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A message received hero from. Orthon states, "that, the pulsating light: watched by 
Clufc members os reported in the front of this bulletin, is not Sputtnik jhdt is 
Sputtnik 4 which has not. yet been announced in the Western world* The message 
stated that; it is a manned satellite (2 men and 2 women) woighing some- 5 >000 pounds* 
This message-,was lat^ar corSbboratod by Ashton, who added the further information 
that the passengers wore now dead* Ashtar also stated that there were now throe, 
non-terrestrial satellites revolving around the •
